LESSON TEXT— Hike 11:37.40. S2.S1.

Opposition to Christ and to Chris- 
tian teaching lias come down 
through the centuries practically un- 
changed. Hence, wc find in Christ's 
dealings with the enemies of His 
day helpful indicntion of what may 
be done in our time. 

It is snd to note tliat the chief 
opposition came from those who 
professed to be religious loaders. It 
is expected thai the world, the flesh, 
and the devil sliould fight God's 
truth, but one might expect better 
of those who profess His name. The 
dimculty is that there is only pro- 
fession, with no real life. 

I. Hypocrisy Unmasked fvv. 37- 
44). 

The Pharisees professed great in- 
terest in the obsorvancp of religious 
laws, but their concern was for the 
outward appearance, while God 
judges the heart. First wc note a 
false profession of cleanliness. 
Christ came to the Pharisees' table 
with clean hand.s. Init He had not 
observed all their rcremonial wash- 
ings. When robuUerl He struck home 
with terrific force at the heart of 
the whole matter Cv. 39); namely, 
that inward fillhiness of heart whicli 
often makes folk meticulous about 
outward cleansing. This leads to a 
substitution of technical observance 
of the letter of the law that ignores 
love and judgment (v. 42), wlilcb 
are so precious to God. There can 
be a dead, dry, and tcclinical ortho- 
doxy which entirely misses Iho 
point. 

But worst of all is the covering 
up of spiritual death (v. 4-1). Some- 
times we speak of those who arc 
"dead ond don't know it,*' and that 
may actually be true spiritually. 
There may be death within and yet 
a brave and sometimes self-delud- 
ing outward show of life.

II. Theological Dcadncss Con- 
demned (vv. 45-52). 

The lawyers of that day were 
those learned in t!ie Mosaic law, 
hence were really the teachers of 
theology and ethics. They came un- 
der the rebuke of Christ as He pro- 
nounced three "woes'* upon them. 
First, they were guilty of heap- 
ing upon others burdensome require- 
ments which they did not them- 
selves keep, and which they did 
not help the people to keep. There 
are such teachers today who set up 
standards they do not themselves 
observe, a sort of signpost pointing 
the right way, while they arc not 
themselves going that way. Then 
there are those who present high 
ethical standards without the spir- 
itual dynamic needed to live up to 
them. To tell a man lo be good 
without telling him of the Saviour 
who can make him good is mockery. 
Then, those of Christ's day were 
condemned for hating God's wit- 
nesses. Tliey were willing to build 
scpulchers for the dead prophets 
(killed by their fathers), but were 
not willing to hear the living proph- 
ets. How true to life that is! The 
very ones who hate and hinder those 
who a^e preaching God's Word, 
speak and sing smoothly of the faith 
of our fathers, and claim as their 
own the witnesses of a past day. 
Christ also pointed out th*at while 
professing to interpret the law they 
obscured its meaning. They threw 
away the key to knowledge so that 
, neither they nor their people could 
learn— and yet they continued to 
teach. Have not the false teachers 
of our day done likewise? They deny 
the integrity and authority of the 
only infallible Word— the Bible; they 
reject the deity of our Saviour, 
Christ, and yet they talk about be- 
ing Christians and preachers of the 
truth. Woe be unto them In the day 
of God's judgment and wrath! 

What happens when such men are 
condemned or unmasked? We find — 
III. Enmity Intensified (vv. 53, 54). 
The scribes and Pharisees had two 
approaches: they sought vehemently 
to pro\M)ko Him to overspeak, and 
they craftily laid in wait for Him. 
The writer of these notes has seen 
• both methods at work in our day. 
Liberals, or modernists as they are 
called, profess for the most part to 
a suave courtesy which makes them 
speak smoothly and gently about the 
conservative and orthodox believer 
or teacher; but if one only has eyes 
to sec, there Is often the strong and 
cruel hand of iron hidden under the 
velvet glove. 

Whatever may be the approach, 
be assured of this— every effort to 
reveal false teaching in its true 
light, or to deal with hypocrisy In 
spiritual things will bring intensified 
opposition. Christ took it— we too 
can take It in His name and for 
His sake.

Laundering Tips: With soap 
one of our prime, do not waste 
items, you will want to make the 
most of every scrap of .soap you 
have. Save the small sonp scraps 
from the bathrooms and kilchun, 
put them in a soap shaker .so 
you will make use of them in 
washing dishes. 

To have clean clothes even in 
spile of economical soap usage 
use your washing machine wise- 
ly. Use only just so much water 
in your machine as the water 
line indicates and do not over- 
load your machine. Six to eight 
pounds of dry clothes are about 
right for the average washing 
machine. 

Mix the soap thoroughly with 
the water before putting in the 
clothes. About two inches of soap 
suds are necessary to do the job 
up right. 

Water temperatures play an 
important part in laundering. Do 
not use very hot water for white 
clothes. For colored clothes, wa- 
ter comfortable to your hand is 
best. For synthetic silks, wool- 
ens, rayons, water should be 
lukewarm.

Bake about 
50 minutes in a mcderati-ly hot oven 
{W'h lo :icO degrees). If desired.

For an in-the-j:eason, centerpiece 
note, besides .ts economical a.\pects, 
try this; A long, low, shallow bowl 
in pottery or glass such as you may 
have used for relishes, if large 
enough, use a snow-white cauliflow- 
er banked with parsley, oggplnnt, 
radishes or tomatoes.

The Curtain FnlLs 

When the gallanl stand of Amorl- I 
can and Filipino forces came to an 
end on Hainan, the nation recorded I 
the hcavicu reversal ever .sufTercd \ 
by an American force in a single 
cnRaKPnicnt wilJj a foreign foe 

News of the fall of Balaan was 
made blacker still when Secretary 
of War Stimson disclosed llinl :i6,rm 
valiant defenders, exhausted by ; 
short rations, disease and lack of I 
relief, were overwhelmed by a nu- j 
mericnlly superior enemy. The clos- * 
mg chapter of the Bataan battle : 
found the deftinders lacking in air 
power, and completely buttered by 
cvcr-incrcasinB waves of fresh-, welf- 
cquippcd enemy troops and planes. 

Stimsun declined to estimate the , 
number of Jap troops employed in ' 
the (inal drive against Lieut. Gen 
Wainwright's men. It had been es- 
timated that approximately 220,000 
Jnps were used in the Philippine 
campaign. 

The story of the last-ditch stand 
on LuHon island is one of the most 
heroic in history. 

On December 7, Jap bombers first 
struck at Luzon. Air assaults were 
followed in the first few weeks by 
■Jap troop landings at five locations 
m the Islands. Pushing on iManila 
from north and south, they drove the 
greatly outnumbered defenders 
back, bombing Manila after it had 
been declared an open city. The 
Japs entered Cavite naval base and 
Alanila on January 2. American 
and Filipino troops withdrew toward 
Bataan. beginnnig tlieir history-mak- 
ing stand. Ten days later the Japa- 
nese launclicd a heavy frontal at- 
tack on the Bataan defenders, but 
were repulsed. For weeks the bat- 
tle surged back and forth. 

Early in Marcii Lieut. Gen. Masa- 
haru Ilomma, the Japanese com- 
mander, committed suicide as a re- 
sult of his failure to crush MacAr- 
thur. He was succeeded by Lieut. 
Gen. Tomoyuki Yamashita. A few 
days later MacArthur was ordered 
to Australia and was replaced by 
■\Vainwright. 

March was comparatively quiet, 
nnd attacks on March 28 and April 
2 were repulsed. On April 4, the 
Japs began the all-out drive. 

Although it was a stunning de- 
feat, one military correspondent de- 
clared that the defense of Bataan 
has meant "prodigious butchery in 
Japanese lives," severe air and na- 
val losses 'to the Japs. It also re- 
tarded the advance to Australia un- 
til that commonwealth was able to 
better equip itself for war. 

BURMA: 

No Side-Issue 

More and more observers were 
inclined to believe the Burmeso* 
campaign of the Japanese to be 
a major one, and not just a side- 
Jssue with Australia the main target 
Whether it was resistance of 
American airmen nnd navy men, or 
, whether it was the heavy rainfall, 
things had been much quieter off 
'-'C Australia, while picking up speed in 
the more western Pacific areas. 

The British had been forced to 
back-pedal again in Burma, draw- 
ing ever closer to their Chinese al- 
lies under American General Still- 
well in the north. That tiiey were 
Icpving important territory was 
revealed by tlio prospect that they 
had destroyed oil nnd cement. prop- 
erlies before withdrawing. 

Tile British troops were described 
as being outnumbered 3 to 1 on the 
ground and 10 to 1 in the air. 
■ ■ The evacuation of Rangoon, fol- 
lowed by the British withdrawal up 
the Irawaddy i:iver were believed to 
have cleared the way for a drive by 
the Japs toward Akyab and Calcutta, 
along the eastern shore of the Bay 
of Bengal. "^ 

Few believed tiie Japanese had the 
manpower to attempt a real inva- 
sion of India, but certain it was that 

.(.they were heading that way more 
powerfully ban they wore moving 

ilnto Australia. '"vme 



LABOR: 

United Front 

The A.F.L. and C.I.O. loaders, for 
he first time E:nco 1930*. had gotten 
togolher on the .same platform at 
Pittsburgh, had p'cdged themselves 
to an unfiL'lfish nnd complete war ef- 
hirt. and to produce all the tilings 
Amenta nccdrd for victory 

This united front was prer^entod 
nt the time when labor was on 
the spot because of the uirort in the 
congress to force the administration 
to abandon the -IC hour week 

President nooscveit had considor- 
'•ibly clnriHed the is.suo when ho 
came nut with a new pUm. which 
let the tiai sil on its proper spot, 
lo prevent the proposed -III hour 
week from hcu\i> used as a wace- 
culting plan, he asked labor 'to 
consider a freezing of wages at 
present levels orf the basis of a -18 
hour week (wliich would give work- 
ers liicir overtime for th.e .duration) 
but to withdraw their demands foi 
double time for Sundays and holi 
days. 

One of the C.I.O. groups, the Unit 
e-J Automobile Workers, at the sami 
moment had foregone the extra pay 
except when these days constitute 
a sixth or seventh working day 
which was a partial meeting of thi 
President's idea. 

The congress, it was thought, 
jniRht be willing to go along with 
his plan, and certainly labor would 
have no objection, particularly if it 
carried what Mr. Roosevelt hinted ' 
It ^\'';uld, a formal recognition of 
the 4U-hour princfoal. 

The President's" plan was to have 
labor recognize the need of 4Q hours 
of work, to have all workers carry 
on for 40 hours at regular pay. per- 
mit labor to work one more day at 
time and a half, but not to permit 
the seventh day under any circum- 
stances. 

William Green, labor loader of the 
A.F.L., said labor was in accord 
with this plan. 



INDIA : 

indecision 
Precedes Action 

Continuing a "maybe we'll do it 
and maybe wo won't" attitude. India 
had kept Sir Stafford Cripps and 
his associates in Churchill's mission 
on the anxious sent before they final- 
y evinced n willingness to accept 
the projected plan for national gov- 
ernment for India. 

At the same lime the powerful 
^.?""'l,.Nchru. past president of the 
AM-India congrecs, had temporized 
once more with the announcement 
that India would resist invasion by 
the >rapanese, "or by any other in- 
vader." V 

The chronology of the whole af- 
fair showed its heavy and bitter 
complexity. Britain, prior to the 
war, had offered India dominion sta- 
tus, then had renewed this ofTer 
during the early days of warfare, 
and w'hon Sir Stafford Cripps was 
sent there the offer had remained 
the same. 

Tlie finally presented plan called 
for Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell to 
bo supreme commander for conduct 
of the war under an Indian war cab- 
inet, whose defense minister would 
be an Indian. Nehru had been sched- 
uled to take the defense portfolio. 

The solo point which had kept 
negotiations alive had boon the In- 
dians admission that with the on- 
omy at their gates, it was a bad 
time to bo quarreling with Mother 
l^ngland, a potentially powerful 
partner in the defense of India. 

iVIohammod SH Jinnah, leader of 
70,000,000 Moslems, complicated the 
issue by contending that his people 
were ready to rrjiht if Britain would 
give them a separate freedom. 

That tangled the whole issue, for 
rsehru. when Britain said the post- 
war freedom would bo coupled with 
a provision for certain autonomous 
stales, hotly and angrily declared:

Claiming more than 400 German 
planes shot down on the east front 
m the period of a little more than a 
week, the Russians had Bivon fie- 
urcs indicating that tho Nazi spring 
drive in the air was well under 
way. but that tho British and Amer- 
ican planes, added to the Russians' 
own, were taking a terrific toll. 

Tho British R.A.F. had been co-

400 big planes at a time, had de- 
stroyed the supplies for five divi- 
sions. 

^ The Russians, despite the sotting 
m of the spring thaw, which had im- 
mobilized both sides to a greater or 
less degree, were still on the offen- 
sive, with Berlin admitting now and 
then that the Russians had broken 
through at several points.
